PARIS, May 7%.—(Saturday.)— 
(UP)—Paul Doumer, thirteenth presi- 
dent of the French republic, died to- 
day of gunshot wounds received at the 
hands of a fanatical Russian assassin. 

Death struck shortly before 5 a. m., 
while members of his family and high 
government officials stood at the 
president's bedside in the public hos- 
pital, to which he was removed after 
the shooting. ; 

The end came sacefully as Doumer 
long since had fallen into a coma from 
the loss of blood. 

Death Comes at 4:40. 

Physicians who had watched over 
him all night announced at 4:40 a. m, 
that his coma had becom?’ so complete 
that the aged president's breathing 
was barely visible. Five minutes later 
a doctor stepped out of the sick room 


, nnd told those in the corridor that 


Doumer “has just died.” 

News that their beloved “pere” was 
gone passed quickly to the tens of 
thousands of his countrymen who had 
maintained an anxious night-long vigil 
in the streets outside the hospital. 
Some of them knelt in prayer. Others 
— their heads and walked slowly 
awa

mer astonished physicians by his 
amazing resistance. At 2:30 a. 
they detected the cerebral hem- 
morrhages that caused them to aban-

President Hoover, in a fighting mood, 
today called again for a speedy bal- 
ancing of the budget through the en-

In a formal statement read to news- 
papermen, the president declared the 
need of the country in this “serious 
hour” should not be regarded as “a 
partisan issue.”

With various nations building up 
high tariff walls against one another, 
resulting in a stagnation and unwieldy 
surplus of staple crops in one coun- 
try and a searcity of essential prod- 
uets“in another by virtue of prohibi- 
tive tariffs, the World Trade League 
is endeavoring to focus interest in the 
necessity for direct exchange among 
countries of needed «>™modities. 

“We have reached the point,” Mr. 
Hoffman said Friday, “where it be- 
comes necessury to go back to the 
simple method of swapping our prod- 
ucts for those of another country, 
without the imposition of high tariffs 
which make such exchange impossibe. 
Here in Georgia and in the rest of 
the south, where we have a large 
surplus of cotton and cotton products, 
we could very easily dispose of this 
surplus by exchanging it with Brazil 
or Chile for coffee, nitrates, or cop- 
per. We are particularly desirous of 
developing a “ree exchange system be- 
tween the United States and the South 
and Central American countries, al- 
though the idea ultimately, we believe, 
will extend to world-wide exchange or 
swapping. with great concessions in 
the present intolerable tariff laws.” 

Mr. Hoffman expects to return to 
Atlanta at an early date and deliver 
an address before one of the larger 
civic clubs.

Georgia Woman ceil 


BY GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 

WASHINGTON, May 6,—Declar- 
ing that the League of Nations had 
discriminated against womanhood, 
Miss Laura M. Berrien, Waynesboro, 
Ga., attorney, appeared before the 
house committee on foreign affairs to- 
day to protest ratification by Amer- 
ica of The Hague nationality conven- 
tion. 

Miss Berrien is chairman of com- 
mittee on relations, National Associa- 
tion of Women Lawyers; member of 
national council, National Woman's 
Party; treasurer of the Woman's Re- 
search Foundation; life member of 
the American Society of International 
Law, and a member of the bars of 
the supreme court of the United 
States, of Georgia and of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. 


She told the committee that as a 
feminist she was interested primarily 
in human rights and equality for 
women in all fields of endeavor. 


“Up to a very short time ago,” said 
Miss Berrien, “there were no interna- 
tional laws bearing on the status of 
' women. In international law a wom- 
an was just as good as a man. Two 
years ago, a group of. men represent- 
,ing most of the governments of the 
world met at The Hague under the 


auspices of the League of Nations 


| and wrote a nationality convention 

which discriminated against women. 
'It erystallized into international law 
one status for men and another—an 
inferior status—for women. This con- 
vention is intended to be the begin- 
ning of a code of international law to 
be applied by the World Court. It is 
even now what is called “evidence” 
of international law and as such it is 
bound to be applied by the “World 
Court whenever cases which involve 
this question arise. This, gentlemen, 
is our situation.” 
Miss Berrien was one of the spokes- 
men for the women’s party at the 
White House last Tuesday when she 
told President Hover that this coun- 
try should not think of ratifying the 
| nationality convention. 
| Continuing her appeal to the house 
committee, she said: 
“We want equal rights before any 
court of which our country is a mem- 
ber and we are entitled to have them. 
| That is only simply justice. Women 
| tried their utmost at The Hague two 
| years ago to prevent the adoption of 
la nationality convention based on in- 

equality and we are now trying to 
| persuade the League of Nations to 
reopen the question of nationality and 
‘to have another law written. We will 
never rest until international law 
gives the same rights to women as 
to men,

It may be a 
glamourous piece of machinery, it 
may be a piece of machinery without 
which the world cannot get along har- 
moniously. We, as - feminists, are 
not passing judgment on this piece 
of machinery. We are attempting to 
safeguard the dignity and the destiny 
of women. We are concerned as al- 
ways with human rights. This is no 
new ground the national women’s 
party takes. We build for all time 
upon the rock of equality.” 


CAPONE EXAMPLE 
BRINGS HOODLUMS 
TO TAX BUREAU 


CHICAGO, May 6.—(#)—Chicago’s 
gangland is rushing to the federal 
building these days to pay Uncle Sam 
taxes on its income, apparently to 
escape the fare of “Scarface” Al Ca- 
pone and others of its leaders. 

United States District Attorney 
George E. Q. Johnson revealed yester- 


day that since the big government 
drive against gangsters had begun, 
more than $1,000,000 has been re- 
mitted in income taxes by gamblers, 
racketeers, liquor dealers and other 
hoodlums, 

The conviction of Ralph Capone, 
brother of Al, Johnson said, 
the gold rush ‘and apparently put the 
fear of Uncle Sam in the haunts of 
the gangster. Recently one gambler 
paid a tax of $235,000, another $200,- 
000 and ae well-known racketeer 
$35,000. 

But the cold million collected from 
the frightened hoodlums and thou- 
sands in fines from those convicted 
were not the only benefit the treasury 
has derived from the income tax drive 
here, Johnson said. All over the na- 
tion delinquent taxpayers have pricked 
their ears at the heavy fines and sen- 
tences possible and hastened to remit.

The consensus of opinion 
among them is that they will be able 
to control this item of expense by 
mailing much of their advertising ma- 
terial that now goes out first-class 
under other postal classifications, if 
the former rate is increased. 

“Naturally, this fact is going to 
serve to decrease the amount of first- 
class mail matter, with the result that 
the increase in rate will not supply 
the contemplated increased income for 
the government.

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HAS THE PRESIDENT A 
BACKBONE? 


In a dramatic warning of the crit- 
ical condition of world affairs, Sen- 
ator Borah charges a lack of leader- 
ship in the United States. 

The senate is republican and the 
party cannot evade the responsibil- 
ity of its lack of leadership there. 
While the house is democratic a 
sufficient number of the majority 
followed the leadership of repub- 
lican Congressman LaGuardia to 
emasculate practically every step 
toward economy contained in meas- 
ures which have been brought to 
the floor of the house. : 

Despite the valiant fight of Act- 
ing Chairman Crisp, of the ways 
and means committee, enough dem- 
ecrats were corralled under repub- 
lican leadership to defeat the ef- 
fort to hold taxation to the lowest 
possible figure by decreasing gov- 
ernmental expenditures. 

The lack of achievement by the 
present congress towards economy 
is a bi-partisan reproach.

The action of the fifth district 
executive committee in acting fa-

Under the redistricting of the 
state the fifth district is composed 
of three counties, Fulton, DeKalb 
and Rockdale, but since Milton and 
Campbell have been combined with 
Fulton the district takes in the ter- 
ritory formerly occupied by five 
counties. 

Under the county unit system the 
three counties now comprising Ful- 
ton would have been entitled to 10 
votes, instead of six as now, DeKalb 
to six and Rockdale to two. 

The city of Atlanta now reaches 
far into DeKalb county and the com- 
munity interests of the two coun- 
ties are practically identical. The 
same Similarity of interests is large- 
ly true as regards to Rockdale. 

It would have been manifestly un- 
just to the voters of the three coun- 
ties now comprising Fulton for 
Rockdale with a population of 7,247 
to have had a voting power one- 
third as large as Fulton, with its 


population of 335,000. Likewise 
DeKalb county, the population of 
which is 10 times larger than that 
of Rockdale, would have had under 
the county, unit plan only three 
times the voting strength of its 
smaller neighbor. 

The rearrangement of the district 
and the consolidation of Fulton, 
Campbell and Milton counties 
brought about a situation which 
makes the further use of county 
system an injustice to the over- 
whelming majority of the voters of 
the district, and the committee is 
to be commended for promptly 
ratifying Congressman Ramspeck’s 
suggestion.

American Writers 
Turn Radical. 


What's the underlying cause of 
America’s most prominent and gifted 
writers, such as Dreiser, Dos Passos, 
Lewis, Waldo Frank, DeCasseres, and 
Sherwood Anderson turning in the di- 
rection of left-radicalism? This phe- 
nomenon does not occur in England, 
for instance. There are several causes, 
and one of them seems to me that 
in America nobody takes the writer 
quite seriously. 

To the vast majority of Americans 
he is a mere entertainer. In Eng- 
land the government of the day and 
previous governments tactfully attach- 
ed prominent writers to their cause. 
In America, you never hear of Presi- 
dent Hoover or one of the national 
leaders conferring with a writer ex- 
cept with the news and gossip chron- 
iclers in Washington. 

Now a writer is not a mere en- 
tertainer. There are, of course, thou- 
sands who write with no other end 
in view but to make money. They 
cater to the tastes of the public. There 
is nothing creative about them. They 
are not what the Germans call “Dich- 
ter”-Poets. They are literati. 

The writer is someone who con- 
ceives it as his task to exercise an 
influence on the thought of his time, 
who tries to embody the conscience 
of humanity. He cannot possibly be 
an entertainer for he must be a critic 
without mercy or prejudices. 

When a man dares to turn, against 
the current of his time in America 
he is at once looked upon as a rebel. 
His behavior is called unpatriotic. 
This is childish nonsense, of course, 
but it sways the mass, It’s official 
and semi-official attitude of certain 
national organizations which drives 
the writers into the opposition camp. 

Patriotism is all right, but like 
certain poisons, one must know just 
how much to take of it and how 
much to leave alone.

On July 31, Lieutenant Higgs was 
carrying on a general surveillance of 
his sector from his» balloon with a 
French soldier, when an enemy plane 
dived from a cloud and opened fire 
on the balloon. In imminent danger, 
he remained in the balloon until he 
had helped his French comrade, after 
whom he himself jumped. 

On August 21, in the same sector, 
he was performing an important mis- 
sion regulating artillery fire. Enemy 
planes attacked, and with great gal- 
lantry, he remained in the basket un- 
til his assistant had jumped. On Oc- 
tober 29, near Gesnes, he was con- 
,ducting a reglage from the basket 
with a student observer. 

Attacked by enemy planes after his 
balloon was burning, he would not 
quit his post until after he had as- 
sisted his companion to escape. In 
each of the foregoing instances, Lieu- 
tenant Higgs at once reascended in a 
new balloon.

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Unemployment Insurance 


Advocated by Dr. Douglas 


Jobless Would Still Have 


Income Despite Idleness, 
Speaker Says. 


ATHENS, Ga., May 6.—(4)—Un- 
employment insurance, put upon in-— 
dustry by governmental mandate, was 
advocated by Dr. Paul H. Douglas, 
of the University of Chicago, Friday 
night in an address before the Uni- 
versity of Georgia institute of public 
affairs. 

“Had American industry in 1922) 
instituted, as many of us urged, a sys-| & 
tem of unemployment insurance with | 
AN assessment equal to 3 or 3 1-2 per | 
cent of the pay roll, it could have | 
paid the benefits in the new economic | 
era which was so soundly proclaimed, 
and at the same time it could have | 
accumulated a large reserve for the | 
depression which burst upon-us in| 
1929.” Dr. Douglas said. 

Comparing unemployment  insur- 
ance and the process of accumulating 
reserves in years of prosperity, by 
which industry had stabilized the in- 
come of its stockholders in depression 
years, Dr. Douglas said, “It is but 
wisdom to apply this same principle 
to the income of the workers and to 
build up collective reserves so that 
their income will not completely dis- | 
appear with their jobs.” | 

Business is reluctant to assure any | 
added expense which may put it at: 
a competitive disadvantage with its | 
rivais, he pointed out. “Business men 
tend, morover, to regard the cost of 
such insurance as uncertain, and this 
leads added fearfuiness about assum- 
ing it.” 

Speaking of the reserve that would 
have existed had unemployment in- 
surance been adopted when it was 
first advocated, Dr. Douglas said the 
unemployed would have been assured 
of an income during most of the pe- 
riod in which they had been out of 
work: 

“It would probably then not have 
been necessary to have raised money 
by public subscription in order to 
give humiliating, inadequate, and un- 
certain ‘doles’ of relief to the hard- 
pressed unemployed and their fami- 
lies. Nor would there hav been the 
same fear of bread riots as there are 
today. 

“In addition, the increased purchas- 
ing power of the unemployed would 
have meant more business for the re- 
tail merchants and therefore for our 
factories, together with a larger in- 
come for doctors and other profes- | 
sional workers who serve the wage 
earners. | 

“Moreover, since unemployment 
would have been robbed of many of 
its terrors, employed workers would 
not have felt compelled to have as 
much as they have during the pres- 
ent depression. They would have 
spent more steadily during the last 
two and a quarter years and there 
would consequently have been less im- 
pounding of purchasing power in 
banks from the failure of the banks 
to invest the savings in industry to 
the same degree as they were de-| 
posited.” |

‘RECALLS HEYDAY IN VIEUX CARRE CABARET 


Muses on Former Days 


NEW ORLEANS, May 6.—(AP)—From behind the black curtain’ of 
blindness Pete Herman sits in‘his small cabaret in the Vieux Carre and re- 
flects on the days when he was bantamweight champion of the world. 

His gloves have been on the hook for 11 years and the fight fans, a 
fickle lot, have forgotten Pete Herman, acclaimed at one time the great- 


est of little men of the ring. 


From, 1914 to 1922, he hammered his way to fistic fame and for- 
tune, but lost both in his battle to save his eyesight, knocked. out by 


punches. 
and thinks. 

He will tell you that he was chris- 
tened Peter Gulotta and was a boot- 
black in a barber shop when the fight 
urge struck him. He began spending 
his lunch hour in the Royal Athletic 
Club, training with pugs until his 
fo.m attracted the attention of a fight

He was used as a preliminary 
fighter until 1914, when he was 
matched with Abe Kabakoff in an 
eight-round bout in Memphis.

ASSASSIN DECLARES 
HE SOUGHT NEW WA 


Killed To Cause Breach Be- 
tween Russia and France, 
He Says. 


PARIS, May 6.—()—Dr. 


a wilting bombardment of questioning 
that he tried to kill President, Paul 
Doumer that France might declare 
war on Russia. 

“European states seemed favorable 
to bolshevism,” the prisoner finally de- 
clared, “so I decided to kill the presi- 
dent and cause France to declare war 


on Russia. 
“T had no accomplices. I carried 


another pistol and a vial of poison in 


my pocket. 

“T planned to kill myself because I 
knew my life had been finished.” 

The Russian said he was born in 
1895 at Braviscala, Russia, in the 
Caucasus, and was trained as a Cos- 
sack. He saig he served with the 
ezar’s army on the Austrian front and 
was educated in medicine at Prague. 

He was expelled twice from France 
in 1931, however, for practicing medi- 
cine without a license. 

With his Swiss wife Gorgulov went 
to Monaco, where he organized what 
he called a party of “Russian fascist 
democrats and anti-monarchists.” 

The Russian journalist, Arkadi Bor- 
man, said he knew the assassin as a 
writer (he used’ the name of Paul 
Brad). Gorgulovy advocated what he 
called “the green mpvement,” as a 
means of saving Russia. 
| This idea was that Russia should 
| be placed in the hands of peasants. 
| Green represented the color of the 
forests, 

Gorgulov admitted he admired Mus- 
solini and Hitler, but said he had no 
connection with them. 

“Where did you get the money to 
live in Paris?” he was asked. 

“T saved up something,” was all 
he would say. 

The assassin was roughly handled 
an effort to get information from 

im. 

“T am a great Russian patriot,” 
he said. “I know you will kill me. 
but my duty was to do what I did.” 

Brussels police reported that a 
“Paul Gorgulov” had lived there dur- 
ing September, 1931. He enrolled for 
a course in tropical medicine, but did 
not .complete the course, and later 
left for Paris. ‘The Brussels records 
said the man was born at  Labin- 
skaia, Russia, in 1895. 

The assassin is a powerfully built 
man, and it took several to subdue 
him when he fired on the president. 

He emerged from the Baron de 
Rothschild salon, where the attack 
occurred, with a badly-battered face 
from the blows of a cameraman’s box 
and his clothing was torn. 

Paul Guichard, directo of the 
Paris police, was credited with sav- 
ing others from serfous injury at 
the scene of the crime, although he 
and the author, Claude Farrere, were 
both superficially wounded.

Savannah Is Chosen for Meeting 
Of Georgia Federation in 1933

_ COLUMBUS, Ga., May 6.—Invita- 
tion of Savanndh Federation of Wom- 
en's Club, of which Mrs. J. 8. Hawk- 
ins is president, was accepted s4 Geor- 
ae Federation of Women’s Clubs to 
hold the 37th annual meeting in Sa- 
vanpah in 1933. As the 200th anni- 
versary of the founding of Savannah 
will be celebrated in that year, it 
will be exceedingly appropriate for 
state clubwomen to convene in the 
“Mother City” next year. The invita- 
tion was presented by Mrs. Lamar 
Rucker, of Athens, corresponding sec- 
retary, in convention assembled Fri- 
day in the first Baptist ehurch, at 
the closing session of the 36th annnal 
meeting. It was on February 12, 
1733, that a new colony was founded 
in America under the leadership of 
that illustrious Englishman, General 
James Oglethorpe, the party landing at 
Yamacraw Bluff, the place recently 
marked by Georgia Daughters of the 
American Revolution as the most his- 

toric spot in Georgia. 

The first act of ,Oglethorpe and 
his colonists was to give thanks to 
(;od for the safe voyage from England 
to the new home in America. The 
new home was named Georgia, thus 
honoring King George, the ruler of 
England in 1733. Soon after landing, 
the colonists laid out the town of Sa- 
vannah, and the frontier fort on the 
Ogeechee river known as Fort Argyle. 
The latter was built as a protection 
from the Spaniards, who owned the 
vast territory which is Florida. Gener- 
ah Oslethorpe left behind a band of 

ong and splendid pioneers to build 
up this great commonwealth of Geor- 
gia, and state clubwomen will journey 
to Savannah in 1955 to. take part in 
the 200th celebration of its:founding.

Russell Jr., that there be provided 
in the next appropriation act of tbe 
state of Georgia an amount’ sufficient 
to provide proper maintenance of the 
veterans service office, of the state 
for Spanish War veterans and de- 
pendents of such veterans. Through 
this medium information would be giv- 
en veterans and their dependents 
about their rights, and assistance giv- 
eu in securing the rights provided by 
federal legislation in their behalf, Wid- 
ows Who married after 1920 or have 
married again will be debarred from 
such pensions.

NEW YORK, May 6.—(4)—A tiny 
tongue of flame unloosed today a 
gigantic conflagration that threatened 
to wipe out the Hudson river piers 
of the Cunard steamship lines.

at the foot of Thirteenth street on

Cunard line officials said the loss 
in cargo alone would exceed the value 
of the pierage. One item, pig tin,
